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in Canned Foods at Retail 


Canned foods do a steady, year- 
‘round sales job, according to a 52- 
page report on “Seasonal Patterns in 
Retail Sales of Canned Foods” during 
1956, published by the N.C.A. as part 
of its “Philadelphia Project.” 


The report, the third in a series of 
canned foods studies done by N. C. A. 
in cooperation with American Stores 
Company, under the Consumer and 
Trade Relations Program, revealed 
that canned food sales at 250 Acme 
units tested over a 12-month period 
varied no more than 2 percent in 
either direction from an 8.33 percent 
monthly sales average. December, the 
peak month, accounted for 10.4 per- 
cent of the year’s canned food sales. 
The low occurred in August with 6.9 
percent. Except for a few highly 
seasonal items such as tart red cher- 
ries and cranberry sauce, the N. C. A. 
report indicated that canned foods, 
unlike other food products, are rela- 
tively free of seasonal peaks and 
slumps. 

The study shows that retail sales 
of canned juices, meat, poultry and 
sea food were at their highest in June, 
while December led in sales of canned 
fruits, milk, specialties (soups, baby 
foods, etc.) and vegetables. March 
was the second highest sales month in 
the latter four categories. The over-all 
sales breakdown on canned foods found 
vegetables leading with 28 percent of 
the total market; specialties and 
juices, each with approximately 20 
percent, fruits 14 percent, milk 7.5 
percent, sea food 5 percent, and meats 
and poultry 4 percent each. 

Copies of the report have been 
mailed to the N.C.A. membership, to 
food brokers and other distributors, 
and press releases, reviewing the re- 
port, to the trade press. 


Sugar Quota for 1958 


Sugar quotas for 1958 totaling 8,- 
800,000 short tons, raw value, have 
been announced by USDA. This fig- 
ure compares with quotas for 1957 
initially totaling 8,800,000 tons and 
currently totaling 8,975,000 tons. 


Report Shows Good Movement 


Roscoe Drummond, nationally- 
known journalist and syndicated col- 
umnist, will be the featured speaker 
at the opening general session of the 
N. C. A. Convention, Monday morning, 
January 20. 

Considered one of the country’s 
leading news interpreters, Mr. Drum- 
mond is noted for the independence 
and objectivity of his reporting. 
Widely respected among his fellow- 
newsmen, he reaches a large segment 
of the American public through his 
four-times-weekly column “Washing- 
ton,” which appears in more than 100 
newspapers from coast to coast. 


Mr. Drummond, often called “Mr. 
Washington Correspondent,” began 
his distinguished career in journalism 
as a staff reporter with the Christian 
Science Monitor in 1924. He rose suc- 
cessively to assistant city editor, as- 
sistant to the executive editor, chief 
editorial writer, European editorial 
manager, general news editor and 
executive editor. During one of his 
assignments as Far Eastern corre- 
spondent for the Monitor, he made an 
extensive journalistic tour of Asia. 


Thoroughly acquainted with Europe 
also, he recorded on the spot many of 
the biggest news stories of the era, 
among them Hitler’s rise to power and 
the decline of the League of Nations. 
He is also credited with many exclu- 
sives, one of the biggest being the 
story that General Eisenhower would 
seek the 1952 Republican nomination. 


From 1949 to 1951 Mr. Drummond, 
on leave from the Monitor, served as 
European Director of Information for 
the Economic Cooperation Administra- 
tion with headquarters in Paris. Here 
he utilized his extensive knowledge of 
Europe and the Far East in directing 
an important part of our psychological 
offensive during the cold war in West- 
ern Europe. He also had the oppor- 
tunity, rare for a newsman, to take 
part in the actual making of the news 
by participating in top-level govern- 
ment conferences. 

After serving as head of the Moni- 
tor’s Washington Bureau, Mr. Drum- 
mond joined the New York Herald 
Tribune in 1958 as Chief of its Wash- 
ington Bureau and introduced his col- 
umn, “Washington.” Believed to rep-

resent the swiftest growth of any 
serious syndicated column, it expanded 
so rapidly that within 14 months he 
was relieved of his administrative 
— so that he eould devote full time 
to it. 

A graduate of Syracuse University 
1924, Mr. Drummond holds the George 
Arents Award for excellence in jour- 
nalism. He has received an honorary 
Doctor of Letters degree from Dart- 
mouth College and a Doctor of Hu- 
mane Laws from Principia College. 
A past president of the Overseas 
Writers Club, he is an officer of the 
National Press Club, Gridiron Club, 
and the American Society of News- 
paper Editors. 

In addition to his newspaper work, 
Mr. Drummond has written articles 
for many leading national magazines. 
He appears frequently on radio and 
television forum programs. 
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Open Discussion Scheduled on

The need for basic and applied re- 
search in the field of seed quality has 
been a concern of the Raw Products 
TAC since 1951. In the summer of 
that year a plant population and spac- 
ing study was begun which revealed 
the need for fundamental research to 
determine the effect of climate, method 
of growing, method of harvesting, and 
handling on the quality of seed as re- 
vealed by seedling vigor under com- 
mercial field conditions. 

Through a cooperative project in- 
volving the N.C.A. Technical Advisory 
Subcommittee on Seed Quality and 
the Seed Trade Association’s Commit- 
tee on Pea and Bean Seed Quality, a

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under laboratory conditions which 
could be correlated with seedling vigor 
and field performance was developed. 
A report detailing laboratory and field 
procedures for evaluating pea seed 
quality was published in July of 1957, 
culminating four years of cooperative 
effort on this project. 


The N.C.A. Seed Quality Subcom- 
mittee will continue to function in the 
encouragement of seed quality re- 
search, and the Convention session on 
this subject is in line with its long- 
term objective. All interested in seed 
quality are invited to attend. 


Morton Adams, Chairman of the 
N. C. A. Raw Products TAC, will pre- 
side at the symposium which will fea- 
ture outstanding speakers in the seed 
trade and in seed quality research. 


A. Bryan Clark, president of Asso- 
ciated Seed Growers, Inc., will discuss 
“Seed Quality from the Seedsmen’s 
Viewpoint.” Dr. R. P. Moore, research 
professor on the staff of North Caro- 
lina State College, will speak on his 
research in the use of tetrazolium 
chloride in the evaluation of seed 
quality. Dr. J. C. Hoffman of the 
USDA's Vegetable Breeding Station 
at Charleston, S. C., will discuss Her- 
itable Defects as They Influence Seed 
Quality.“ Dr. Edwin A. Crosby of the 
N. C. A. Raw Products Research Bu- 
reau will report on the canners’-seeds- 
men’s cooperative project on seed qual- 
ity. 


The need for intensified research on 
seed quality factors was emphasized 
recently by USDA’s Seed Research 
and Marketing Advisory Committee at 
its annual meeting. The committee 
advised that special emphasis should 
be placed on studies of vegetable seed 
physiology. They also emphasized 


that marketing research studies mer- 


ited high priority attention and should 
include research to learn the patholog- 
ical and physiological reasons for 
changes in seed dormancy, hard seed- 
edness, seedling vigor and loss of vi- 
ability in stored seed. Development of 
new or improved instruments for seed 
testing and development of insect con- 
trol programs for seed handling facili- 
ties were urged. 


The economic importance of high 
quality seed to the canning industry 
should not be overlooked. With im- 
proved precision planting equipment 
in advanced stages of development, 
research on seed quality problems 
becomes increasingly important. Veg- 
etable canners will have a good oppor- 
tunity to hear outstanding speakers in 
their field discuss present research 
programs in seed quality. 


N. C. A. Laboratory Office 
To Be at Convention Hall 


The headquarters for the N.C.A. 
Research Laboratories at the Conven- 
tion will be located in a booth in the 
Canning Machinery and Supplies Ex- 
hibit in Convention Hall. The booth 
is Number 28 on Fruit Avenue, the 
center aisle of the Exhibit, and is 
near the stage. 


Staff members from the three 
N. C. A. Research Laboratories will be 
at the booth during the hours of the 
exhibit, and they will be happy to an- 
swer questions about the work of the 
Laboratories or to discuss technical 
problems with member eanners. Con- 
tacts with individual members of the 
Research staff can also be made at 
the booth. 


Photographs and equipment illus- 
trating the work of the laboratories 
will be on display, and a selection of 
some of the more recent Laboratory 
publications will be available. 

Among the several items of general 
interest which will be included in the 
display is an easily constructed can 
tester which has been found very use- 
ful in the examination of cans for 
leakage. The can tester will be shown 
in operation and printed instructions 
will be available for those who may 
wish to build similar equipment for 
their own use. 


For those who may not have had 
occasion to visit one of the N. C. A. 
Laboratories, the booth in the 
C.M.&8.A. Exhibit will provide an 
opportunity to become more familiar 
with the staff, facilities and the work 
of the Research staff.

Esther Foley of Macfadden Publica- 
tions will present a food editor point- 
of-view in an address entitled “Does 
It Pay To Educate the Food Editor?” 


Food editors of national magazines, 
Sunday supplements, national press 
syndicates, and eastern metropolitan 
newspapers will be among the group 
to be brought from New York City, 
Philadelphia, Wilmington, Baltimore 
and Washington. In the alternate 
years, when the Convention is in 
Chicago, midwest representatives of 
the same publication groups are 
guests for the Food Editors Confer- 
ence.

A slide presentation of the results 
of Report No. 8 from the Philadelphia 
Project, “Seasonal Patterns in Retail 
Sales of Canned Foods,” will be one

Other films to be shown at 
the N.C.A. Theater include “The 
Three Squares,” the general industry 
production brought out in 1956; “The 
Story of John Porter” (color) and 
“Dear Eddie” (black and white), the 
two Farm Youth productions that 
point up the advantages of horticul- 
ture as a career opportunity for agri- 
cultural youths, and depict the activ- 
ities of National Junior Vegetable 
Growers Association members at con- 
vention and in preparation for the 
annual N.C.A.-sponsored Canning 
Crops Contest. 


The slide presentation of the nu- 
clear tests of canned foods at the 
Nevada Test Site, prepared by the 
N. C. A. Laboratories and the Informa- 
tion Division, has been transformed 
into a filmstrip with sound carrying 
the title “Those Blasted Canned 
Foods,” and will be one of the features 
in the continuous program of show- 
ings. 

Descriptive literature on each of the 
films will be available at the booth. 
It will include suggestions to canners 
as to how they can obtain the various 
films prints, how best they can use 
them, and to what type of audiences 
they would be most effective. 


NARGUS Distributes Promotion

Pea canners are receiving an im- 
portant sales assist from a special ac- 
tivity in the office of the National As- 
sociation of Retail Crocers.

Winners in American Weekly 
Promotion of Canned Foods 


Angelo Ghircee, manager of Grand 
Union’s Fairlawn, N. J., Store No. 
3,100, won first prize of $50 in the 
canned foods display contest for re- 
tailers, brokers, and canners’ sales- 
men, conducted in September as part 
of the N.C.A. Consumer and Trade 
Relations Program. 


The competition was part of a 
promotional tie-in between N. C. A. and 
The American Weekly magazine. It 
was launched in the September 22 
issue of the magazine with a double- 
color page entitled “At the Flick of a 
Can Opener—Glamour Dinners.” The

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Cuba’s Tariff Schedule 


The general provisions, tariff no- 
menclature, and general rates of the 
new Cuban tariff were to go into effect 
January 1 or soon thereafter, accord- 
ing to an announcement by the Cuban 
government. 


For countries with which Cuba has 
trade agreements, including the 
United States, the present rates of 
duty on items covered by the agree- 
ments will remain in effect until nego- 
tiations have been concluded on items 
on which adjustments are desired. 
The Cuban government expects such 
negotiations to be completed before 
June 30, according to the Bureau of 
Foreign Commerce, U. S. Department 
of Commerce. 

In accordance with a waiver 
granted by the contracting parties to 
the General Agreement on Tariffs and 
Trade, Cuba is authorized to establish 
quota restrictions on imports of items 
included in its GATT schedule of 
concessions. Such import quotas will 
be permitted until 30 days after con- 
clusion of negotiations of Cuba's 
GATT schedule. 


Approximately 95 percent of U. 8. 
exports to Cuba are dutiable under 
tariff items bound against increase in 
the Cuban schedule of the GATT. 
Duty rates on imports of these items 
from the U. S. will not be affected un- 
til renegotiations have been completed. 


As required by law, the U. S. will 
announce plans for renegotiation of 
the Cuban schedule so as to permit 
interested parties to present their 
views prior to the start of the nego- 
tiations. 


British Token Import Plan 


The British Token Import Plan has 
been extended through 1958 on the 
same basis as for 1957, it is announced 
by the Bureau of Foreign Commerce, 
U. S. Department of Commerce. 


As in 1957, eligible participants will 
be permitted to make shipments under 
the plan during 1958 in an amount 
not exceeding 30 percent of the indi- 
vidual firm’s average annual exports 
of specified commodities to the United 
Kingdom during the base years 1936, 
1937, and 1988. 


BFC said that certificates of eligi- 
bility and the necessary forms are 
being mailed to firms certified to par- 
ticipate in the 1958 Plan on the basis 
of their prewar exports. Requests for 
certification need be submitted only by 
firms which were not issued a certifi- 
cate during 1957. 


Decline in Business Activity 
in Late 1956 Is Measured 


Declines in general business activity 
are reflected in economic data reported 
by the Office of Business Economics, 
U. S. Department of Commerce, in the 
December issue of its Survey of Cur- 
rent Business. 


Among developments noted in the 
report are a leveling of prices and a 
lessening in the intensity of demands 
in the money and capital markets. 


Comprehensive monthly indicators 
of the nation’s business edged down- 
ward in November, extending declines 
which were first evidenced on a gen- 
eral scale in October. The size of the 
declines has been quite modest, ac- 
cording to the report, with the econ- 
omy as a whole currently functioning 
at high, near-record rates. 


As the fourth quarter easing in 
business is measured against the up- 
surge of the economy in the autumn 
of 1956, comparisons with a year ago 
based on current indicators have un- 
dergone a noticeable shift. Through 
the summer the more important indi- 
cators were quite generally running 
ahead of 1956; the picture since then 
has become rather mixed. Such 
broad measures as personal income, 
retail sales, and business fixed invest- 
ment continue above a year earlier, 
although the margin has been reduced. 
On the other hand, nonagricultural 
employment slipped below a year ago 
in November, and industrial produc- 
tion is perceptibly lower than in the 
fall of 1956. The moderately higher 
prices prevailing this year tend to 
figure predominantly in the differen- 
tial showing of dollar and volume 
measures. 


An exception to pattern is in con- 
struction activity, which in the past 
few months has made a somewhat im- 
proved showing and has been a 
strengthening influence in the econ- 
omy. Compared with 1956, the dollar 
value of construction put in place was 
up 4 percent in November and was up 
2 percent for the first 1 months as a 
whole. 


Capital investment by business in 
the latter half of 1956 has been indi- 
cated at record rates, but a decline in 
plant and equipment expenditures is 
expected in the first quarter of 1958. 

Business inventories were liquidated 
moderately in October, the most recent 
reported period. 

Seasonally adjusted, employment in 
nonagricultural establishments in No- 
vember totaled 52.2 million, about 


650,000 below the peak reached in 
August. The changes reported for 
nonmanufacturing industries since 
August have generally been small, and 
the total number of employees in this 
area remains higher than a year ago. 
Within manufacturing, employment in 
nondurable goods industries was off 
less than 2 percent in November, 
compared with a year earlier, but the 
decrease in the durable goods seg- 
ment was 5 percent below a year 
earlier. 


Personal income declined in Novem- 
ber for the third consecutive month, 
but still was reported 3 percent higher 
than a year earlier. Total personal 
income during the first 11 months of 
1957 was 5 percent higher than the 
same period of 1956. The decline in 
personal income since August, amount- 
ing to $2% billion or about 1 percent, 
is attributed largely to the decline in 
employment. 


With the shift in aggregate demand 
in the latter part of 1957, the former 
steady pressure on the general price 
level has been relaxed. General price 
averages have changed little, with 
raw materials prices easing in pri- 
mary markets.

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Listing of Ingredients 
of Nonstandardized Foods 


Since at this time of year many 
packers order their labels for the 
season, it seems appropriate again to 
call attention to the September 17 an- 
nouncement by the Food and Drug 
Administration terminating the ex- 
emption from label declaration of in- 
gredients for a number of nonstand- 
ardized canned foods (see INFORMA- 
TION Lerrer of Sept. 21, page 301). 
This action may present some prob- 
lems in label planning, particularly 
to packers and distributors of non- 
standardized fruits and berries. The 
termination will be effective Septem- 
ber 17, 1958. 


When a list of exempted foods was 
originally published in 1939, the ex- 
emption was to last only two years 
during which time it was expected 
that standards for these commodities 
would be promulgated. This exemp- 
tion was extended for an indefinite 
period in 1941. FDA has now con- 
cluded that the foods on the list which 
are still not standardized should no 
longer be exempt from section 403 (i) 
(2) of the Act which requires that in 
the case of a food fabricated from two 
or more ingredients, the common or 
usual name of each such ingredient 
shall be shown on the label, unless it 
is a standardized food or composed 
solely of standardized foods. 


Until such time as steps are taken 
to standardize these items it will be 
necessary to list the various ingredi- 
ents on the label. In the case of non- 


standardized fruits the ingredients 


include fruit, water, sucrose, dextrose, 
corn sirup, ete. It will apparently be 
acceptable to retain on the main panel 
of the label the usual wording “in ex- 
tra heavy (heavy, or light) sirup”, 
and list the individual ingredients on 
the side or “information” panel in the 
order of their predominance. The 
terms “extra heavy”, “heavy”, or 
“light” will presumably be construed 
according to the common understand- 
ing in the trade as to what is proper 
for each fruit. When and as stand- 
ards are adopted, numerical ranges 
will undoubtedly be included to define 
sirup strengths. 


Canners who have questions con- 
cerning label declarations for any of 
these items are invited to contact the 
N.C.A. Research Laboratories. 


FDA Schedules Hearing on 
Canned Tuna Standards Order 


Notice is given in the Federal Reg- 
ister of December 28 that the Food 
and Drug Administration will hold a 
public hearing on a portion of its order 
establishing a definition and standard 
of identity for canned tuna. The hear- 
ing will begin January 29 in Room 
3046, South Agriculture Building, 
Washington, D. C. 


The hearing will be held for the 
purpose of receiving evidence relevant 
and material to the objections to the 
requirement in the identity standard 
that the words “in water” are to be 
included in the name of the food when 
water is used as the packing medium 
and to the requirement for label dec- 
laration of tuna darker than Munsell 
value 5.3 as “dark tuna.” 


Pending the completion of the hear- 
ing and the issuance of an order ruling 
on these objections, FDA has post- 
poned the effective date of the entire 
section of the standard of identity em- 
bodying the labeling requirements. 
Except for this provision, section 
37.1 (h), the identity standard is sched- 
uled to become effective February 13. 


Listing of Ingredients 
of Olives and Saverkraut 


The Food and Drug Administration 
has informed the N.C.A. of its position 
with regard to the listing of ingredi- 
ents on labels of canned ripe olives 
in brine and canned sauerkraut in 
brine. 


In response to a request for an 
opinion on the correct manner of de- 
claring the ingredients of these prod- 
ucts, the FDA advised the N. C. A. by 
letter in part as follows: 


“Section 408(i)(2) of the Food, 
Drug, and Cosmetic Act calls for a 
declaration of ingredients for non- 
standardized foods by their common 
or usual names. The generic term 
‘brine’ is used to refer to mixtures 
other than salt and water and thus, 
in our opinion, is not the common or 
usual name of such a solution. We 
believe that in order to comply with 
the 408(i)(2) requirement the in- 
gredients declarations should be ‘Ripe 
olives, water, and salt’ and ‘Sauer- 
kraut, water, and salt’ respectively. 
So far as we are aware, the ‘infor- 
mation . — approach on canned 
goods labeling has been acceptable to 
consumers and we . have 
no objeetion to that manner o labeling 
on canned ripe olives and sauerkraut.

Information Letter 


N. C. A. Represented on Group 
To Advise House Committee 


The N.C.A. is represented on a 
newly-created National Food Advisory 
Committee to advise the House Com- 
mittee an Agriculture “in its study of 
the $70 billion industry concerned 
with the farm-to-table process.” 

The advisory committee was formed 
by Representative Cooley (N. C.), 
chairman of the House Committee, fol- 
lowing an informal meeting to which 
he had invited representatives of 10 
national food industry and farmer as- 
sociations. 

In a statement explaining the rea- 
son for calling on food industry 
groups as an advisory board, Rep- 
resentative Cooley said: 

“Never before has the Committee on 
Agriculture invoked the assistance of 
those organizations most directly in- 
volved in and affected by the problems 
of food processing, manufacturing 
and distribution, for advice and guid- 
ance. Yet, it is those very groups 
which have the most intimate knowl- 
edge of the factors governing the 
merchandising process.” 

In addition to the N.C.A., other 
groups thus far represented on the 
National Food Advisory Committee 
are the National Association of Re- 
tail Grocers, National Food Brokers 
Association, National Grain Trade 
Council, National Grange, American 
Meat Institute, American Bakers As- 
sociation, Cooperative Food Distribu- 
tors of America, National-American 
Wholesale Grocers Association, Na- 
tional Association of Food Chains, 
and U. 8. Wholesale Grocers Associa- 
tion. 

Tracing the work of the House 
Committee’s Consumers Study Sub- 
committee, Representative Cooley 
noted that the “basic sources” of 
prime information were the different 
segments of the food industry which 
“have spent years and huge sums of 
money in probing all aspects of their 
operations, including the cost of 
living. 

“But their studies, which uncovered 
important information, rarely see the 
light of day,” Mr. Cooley’s statement 
said. “Their reports are made at con- 
ventions and meetings and then filed 
away. With the Food Advisory Com- 
mittee, we can harness government 
with farmer, industry, labor and con- 
sumer, coordinate all of their separate 
studies and prepare them as unified 
bodies of data for the public good.” 


Status of Legislation 


Following is the status of selected 
legislation pending before the second 
session of the 85th Congress when it 
convenes on January 7: 


FDA food additives—H. R. 8390 and 
H. R. 8629, embodying N. C. A. pro- 
posals, and other food additives bills

Marketing orders H. R. 8367 (Sisk 
of Fla.) is designed to give the Secre- 
tary of Agriculture authority to con- 
tinue marketing orders in effect after 
parity is reached.

Potato marketing and labeling—A 
number of bills to prohibit the sale 
of potatoes of a lower grade than 
U. S. No. 2, under certain conditions,

House and Senate Agriculture Com- 
mittees in 1957 and were opposed in 
testimony of two N.C.A. witnesses. 


Raw product bargaining—S. 1743 
(Aiken of Vt.) and S. 2444 (Aiken 
of Vt.), to legalize organized bargain- 
ing for agricultural commodities un- 


der certain conditions, are pending be- 
fore Senate Agriculture Committee; 
and H. R. 6799 (Bow of Ohio) and
